UNITED  DISTRICTS. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

We  beg  to  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1944. 

As  in  previous  years  this  report  is  an  interim  one  and  is  confined 
to  the  essential  and  urgent  matters  as  recommended  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  10/44  of  the  15th  February,  1944.  The 
Ministry  of  Health  in  their  Circular  49/45  of  March,  1945  have 
now  however  removed  certain  war-time  restrictions  and  we  have 
therefore  been  able  to  re-insert  population  figures  and  mention  any 
important  developments  such  as  extensions  of  water  supply  or 
sewage  works. 

Full  records  are  being  preserved  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
issue  a  fuller  report  if  required. 

To  help  them  in  planning  for  future  Rural  Water  schemes  the 
Ministry  has  asked,  among  other  things,  for  information  as  to  the 
percentage  of  premises  and  population  on  Main  supplies  and  this 
has  been  given  for  each  area  as  accurately  as  possible. 

1944  has  been,  generally  speaking,  a  healthy  year.  Comparing 
the  figures  for  infectious  disease  with  last  year’s  they  have  not 
varied  greatly,  with  the  exception  that  there  was  no  epidemic  of 
measles  and  a  20  per  cent  increase  in  tuberculosis. 

There  were  again  very  few  cases  of  notifiable  disease  amongst 
the  troops  stationed  in  the  area.

SANITARY  CIRGUMSTANGES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER : 

Of  the  24  Parishes  18  are  supplied  from  the  Oxford  Company 
and  approximately  70%  of  the  population  are  on  the  mains.  There 
are  no  stand  pipes. 

Four  Parishes  are  supplied  by  Abingdon  Rural  District  mains 
and  here  there  are  60  stand  pipes  (one  third  of  the  premises). 

The  remaining  2  Parishes  have  wells. 

All  mains  water  is  chlorinated  and  samples  of  such  treated  water 
were  reported  as  Class  I  after  bacteriological  examination. 

The  water  from  the  Sutton  Courtenay  bore-hole  is  known  to  be 
plumbo-solvent,  and  all  services  are  carried  out  in  galvanized  iron 
piping.  No  evidence  of  lead  poisoning  was  reported  during  the 
year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY : 

No  shortage  of  water  occurred  during  the  year. 

Of  the  3,860  working  class  houses  in  the  District  approximately 
2,080  are  connected  with  water  mains  and  of  these  approximately 
60  have  only  stand  pipes  from  the  main  supply.  The  remainder 
of  working  class  houses  are  served  by  dug  wells  or  driven  tubes. 

SEWERAGE : 

In  August  1944  extensions  to  the  works  at  Aldermaston  were 
completed  by  the  Army  Authorities  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
£3,000.  This  work  was  necessary  owing  to  the  additional  flow  from 
Aldermaston  Court,  occupied  by  the  Army  Authorities. 

MILK: 

Thirteen  samples  of  Milk  retailed  within  the  District  were  ex¬ 
amined  for  the  presence  or  absence  of  turbercle  bacilli.  The  result 
was  negative  in  12  cases  and  positive  in  one  case.  This  was  the 
first  case  of  milk  infected  with  the  tubercule  bacillus  for  many 
years.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  and  the  source  of  the  infection 
removed.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER : 

There  was  no  serious  shortage  during  the  year.  Public  supplies 
are  chlorinated  and  bacteriological  examinations  were  satisfactory. 

Of  2,940  premises  in  the  district  758  (26%)  have  a  piped  supply, 
and  of  these  approximately  23%  have  stand  pipes. 

The  remainder  of  the  premises  are  supplied  from  private  wells, 
the  majority  of  which  are  shallow  and  samples  have  been  far  from 
satisfactory,  but  little  can  be  done  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs 
until  the  comprehensive  water  scheme,  now  in  preparation,  is  put 
into  operation.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY : 

The  District  is  exceptionally  well  supplied  with  mains  water. 
All  premises  in  the  Hungerford  area  have  a  piped  supply.  In  the 
case  of  the  Lambourn  Valley  Scheme  94%  of  dwellings  are  sup¬ 
plied,  but  approximately  120  have  stand  pipes.  Inkpen  and  Kint- 
bury  are  supplied  by  the  Newbury  Water  Company,  85%  of  houses 
being  connected,  though  30  to  40  with  stand  pipes  only. 

The  above  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  examinations  proved 
satisfactory.  There  is  however  a  serious  need  for  mains  water  to 
some  of  the  farms. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  large  number  of  stand  pipes  in  this 
district  was  necessitated  by  the  absence  of  public  sewerage  systems. 

SEWERAGE  : 

Sewerage  schemes  for  the  Parishes  of  Lambourn  and  Kintbury 
have  been  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Berkshire  County 
Council  for  their  approval,  and  the  Council  have  given  instructions 
for  a  similar  scheme  to  be  prepared  for  the  Parishes  of  East 
Garston,  West  Shefford  and  East  Shefford.

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DIPHTHERIA : 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  Lambourn  during 
November  and  December.  Extensive  investigations  were  carried 
out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  staff  of  the  Oxford 
Emergency  Pathological  Laboratory,  who  gave  invaluable  assist¬ 
ance. 

Ail  the  school  children  were  repeatedly  swabbed  and  the  source 
of  tire  outbreak  traced  to  20  “  Carriers  ”  in  the  Senior  school.  All 
children  were  re-immunised. 

After  two  months  treatment,  including  tonsillectomies  on  the 
more  chronic  cases  the  “  Carriers  ”  were  cleared  of  infection. 

Several  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  had  been  Immunised  in  1941 
but  they  were  all  extremely  mild.  There  was  one  death,  in  an 
adult  who  had  never  been  Immunised.

There  were  no  new  sources  of  supply  or  important  mains  exten¬ 
sions  carried  out. 

All  water  is  Chlorinated  and  analysis  proved  satisfactory. 

MILK: 

There  is  one  creamery  situated  in  the  Borough  licensed  to  produce 
pasteurised  milk. 

As  in  previous  years  a  large  number  of  samples  of  the  treated 
milk  have  been  sent  to  the  National  Institute  for  Dairy  Research 
and  results  show  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  in  the  plant.  The 
situation  however  where  bottle  washing  at  dairies  is  concerned  is 
still  far  from  satisfactory. 

The  retail  dairymen  have  submitted  a  scheme  to  the  Ministry  of 
Food  in  accordance  with  the  request  that  arrangements  shall  be 
set  on  foot  for  the  heat  treatment  of  milk.  The  Ministry  have  not 
yet  issued  the  Order  requiring  the  scheme  to  be  put  in  operation.

Thirteen  women  were  sent  by  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  to  the  Royal 
Berks  Hospital  and  five  to  the  Newbury  District  Hospital. 

Births  in  the  Borough  showed  an  increase  of  24%  over  the  pre¬ 
vious  2  years. 

The  average  daily  attendance  at  the  Victoria  Park  Nursery  for 
the  children  of  women  engaged  on  war  work  increased  from  55  to 
63.  The  capacity  is  for  80  children. 

Child  Welfare  Authorities  were  asked  to  lay  particular  emphasis 
on  the  care  of  premature  infants  (5^2 lbs.  and  under),  on  illegiti¬ 
mate  children,  and  on  children  with  foster  parents. 

In  conjunction  with  the  County,  a  scheme  for  the  special  super¬ 
vision  of  illegitimate  children  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  of  the 
mothers  by  the  Welfare  Officer  was  started  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  a  register  is  now  kept.

This  is  the  second  year  in  which  the  scheme  for  Home  Helps 
for  Maternity  cases  has  been  in  operation.  With  one  Helper  an 
average  of  20  cases  are  attended  annually.  The  scheme  has  given 
great  satisfaction  and  has  worked  economically.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY : 

An  acute  shortage  of  water  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Winter¬ 
bourne  and  in  the  outlying  portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Boxford, 
Welford  and  Speen. 

The  whole  of  these  areas  are  dependent  on  shallow  wells,  the 
level  in  which  rapidly  lowers  in  periods  of  drought. 

A  scheme  for  a  public  supply  for  the  whole  of  these  areas  has 
been  considered  by  the  Council  as  a  most  necessary  post-war  need 

under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act  1944. 

The  failure  of  the  Boring  at  Brightwalton  (in  the  Wantage  Rural 
District)  from  which  the  Parish  of  Leckhamstead  obtains  its  water 
supply  necessitated  the  provision  of  water  tanks  in  the  parish  to 
which  water  had  to  be  drawn  daily  for  several  weeks. 

With  the  exception  of  the  foregoing  and  various  isolated  premises 
throughout  the  district  water  is  obtained  from  the  mains  of  the 
Newbury  Corporation  in  7  parishes  and  from  the  Mid  Wessex 
W  ater  Company  in  4  parishes.  There  are  further  piped  supplies 
in  the  Parishes  of  Chieveley  and  Leckhamstead  and  part  of 
Welford. 

Approximately  four  fifths  of  the  total  population  obtain  their 
water  from  public  mains.  No  public  standpipes  are  provided  on 
the  lines  of  the  mains,  but  approximately  30  private  stand  pipes 
within  the  curtilage  of  small  groups  of  cottages  are  provided. 

The  Newbury  Corporation  and  the  Mid  Wessex  supplies  are 
Chlorinated  before  entering  the  mains. 


SEWERAGE  : 

During  the  year  33  separate  premises  were  connected  to  the  new 
sewers  at  Thatcham,  making  a  total  of  214  premises  connected 
since  the  completion  of  the  sewers  for  the  West  Area  in  November 

1942.

The  public  supply  was  sufficient  in  quantity  to  satisfy  all  demands 
during  the  year  but  private  supplies  were  greatly  reduced  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  Examinations  of  the  public  supply,  which 
is  Chlorinated,  were  all  in  Class  I.  A  general  survey  of  all  private 
supplies  was  made  during  the  year.  Out  of  85  wells  74  were  con¬ 
taminated  in  varying  degrees.  Notices  requiring  the  provision  of 
mains  supply  in  respect  of  the  premises  supplied  by  these  wells 
were  served,  including  also  those  premises  where  the  wells  had 
dried  up. 

The  large  majority  of  houses  have  a  public  supply.  Of  the 
dwelling  houses  connected  to  public  mains  88%  have  a  direct 
supply  and  12%  are  served  by  stand  pipes.

Very  extensive  alterations  at  the  Sewage  works  (mentioned  in  a 
previous  report)  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  the  quality 
of  the  effluent  has  materially  improved.
